1. Claims 1-4, 6-14, 16-19, 30-32, 35,3 7-40. 55, 60-69, 73, 74, 76 and 81, are 
allowed and renumbered as 1-8, 13-21, 9, 10, 22, 11, 23-26, 12, 27-31, 39, 32-38, and 
40, respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest at least, among 
the other: a) at least one gap between the crystalline substrate and the at least one 
transparent chip scale packaging layer, as recited in claims 1 , 37, and 38; b) at least 
one chip scale package which is sealed over the microstructure and defines therewith at 
least one gap, as recited in claimlO; and c) defining a gap at the at least one cavity 
between the microstructure and the at least one packaging layer, as recited in claims 60 
and 65; especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed.
